45.  Superb  Gold  Eagle  -  Choice  casting  described  by  the 
renowned  Pre-Columbian  expert,  Robert  Sonin  as  “a  su¬ 
perb  example  of  the  goldsmiths  art  of  the  region  east  and 
west  of  the  Panama/Costa  Rica  border,  Veraguas  and 
Chiriqui  (on  the  Panama  side),  and  the  Diquis  Delta 
and  Linea  Vieja  (on  the  C.R.  side).  This  does  not  mean 
we  know  where  the  pendant  was  unearthed;  fine  gold 
castings  were  held  in  high  esteem  in  Pre-Columbian 
times  and  they  were  traded  widely.  It  dates,  most  likely, 
from  around  A.D.  800-1520. 

The  pendant  is  particularly  rich  in  decorative  details. 
The  eagle’s  head  is  bordered  by  two  stylized  crocodile 
heads  in  profile,  and  two  tiny  birds  rise  out  of  the  top  of 
the  head.  The  lower  edges  of  the  wings  are  elaborately 
decorated  by  punched  and  applied  details,  all  of  which 


were  created  in  the  original  wax  model  (the  pendant  is  a 
“lost  wax”  casting,  of  course).  The  goldsmith  added  little 
pellets  of  wax  to  the  punched  beading  of  the  wing,  and 
then  he  pressed  them  down  in  order  to  compensate  for 
the  thinning  of  the  wax  in  the  punched  places.
